—Winston Churchill today urged j

Declaring in an address at the 
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University of Zurich that "we dwell 
strangely and precariously under the 
shield and protection of the atomic 
bomb." Britain's war-time 
prime 


minister said 
Europe 
needed 
a 


regional 
organization 
within 
the 


United Nations. 


"France and Germany must 


take the lead together," he 
said. "Great Britain, the British 
Commonwealth 
of 
Nations, 


mighty America and, I trust, 
Soviet Russia—for then, indeed, 
all would be well—must be the 
friends and sponsors of the new 
Europe and must champion its 
right to live and shine." 


Main Ruin 


Speaking of the urgency of find- 


ing a solution of the world's prob- 
lems, he said: 


"The atom bomb is still only 


in the hands of a state or 
nation which we know will never 
use it except in the cause of 
right and freedom, but it may 
well be that in a few years this 
awful agency of destruction will 
be widespread and the catastro- 
phe following its use by several 
warring nations will not only 
bring- to an end all that we call 
civilization, but may possibly 
disintegrate the world itself." 
Churchill made but the one ref- 


erence to Russia. 


"I was very glad to read in the! 


newspapers two days ago that my 
friend President Truman had ex- 
pressed his interest and sympathy 
with tl}is greafc design," of the 
planned European union. Churchill 
said. "There is no reason why a 
regional 
organization 
of 
Europe 


should in any way conflict with the 
world organization of the United 
Nations." 


Urges Partnership 


The first step in dealing with "the 


tragedy of Europe,'' he said, "must 
be a partnership between France 
and Germany. In this only can 
France recover the leadership of 
Europe. There can be no revival of 
Europe without a spiritually great 
France and a spiritually great Ger- 
many." 


Over wide areas of Europe. Chur- 


chill declared: 


"A vast quivering mass of 


tormented, 
hungry, 
careworn 


and bewildered human beings 
gaze on the ruins of their cities 
and scan the dark horizon f=r 
the approach of some new peril, 
tyranny or terror. Among' the 
victors there is a babel of voices, 
among the vanquished a sullen 
silence of despair." 


Saved by Yankees 


"That, is all that the Germanic 


races have got by tearing each other 
to pieces and spreading havoc far 
and wide," he said adding: 


"Indeed, but for the fact that 


the great republic across the 
Atlantic ocean has at length 
realized that the ruin or en- 
slavement of Europe has involv- 
ed their own fate as well, and 
has stretched out hands of suc- 
cor and guidance; but for that 
the dark ages would have re- 
turned in all their cruelty and 
squalor." 
' 


But, he said, there is a remedy for 


Europe "which if it were generally 
and spontaneously adopted by the 
great majority of people in the 
many lands, would, as if by a 
miracle, transform the whole scene 
and would in a few years make all 
Europe, or the greater part of it, 
as free and as happy as Switzer- 
land is todav." 


Recreate European Family 


The remedy, he said, was to "re- 


create the European family, or as 
much of it as we can." 


The League of Nations did not 


fail because its principles and con- 
ceptions were wrong, he contended, 
but because the states which created 
the League deserted it. 


To create a United States 


Europe, Churchill added: 


"All 
that is needed is the re- 


solve of hundreds of millions to 
do right instead of wrong and 
to take as a reward the blessings 
instead of the cursings. 


"If Europe were once united 


in sharing its common heritage, 
there would be no limit to the 
prosperity, happiness and glory 
which 300 or 400 million persons 
would enjoy."

decided upon the Pearl Harbor as- 
sault some time late in the mo- 
mentous summer of 1941—after they 
had gained a new respect for United 
States strength and determination. 


Until then, documents presented 


the court say, many key Japanese 
leaders had. expected to be able to 
carve their rich empire from Asia 
by smashing 
Britain's 
Singapore 


base and making only a minimum 
show of strength against the United 
States.

THE NEVER ENDING CHAIN 
The sunbeam comes a long dis- 


tance—longer than any of us can 
appreciably calculate. Yet that sun- 
beam searches out the tiniest corner 
in which to bed-down its warmth 
and life-giving power.

In a way this bodily and mental 


machinery of ours is somewhat akin 
to the distant Sun—ever giving out

Like 
an endless chain, a kind word or a 
fine deed takes wings, and travels 
on and on brightening and up- 
lifting all along the way. 


George Gissing, the English writ-

MANCHURIA IS 
BATTLEGROUND 
ON ANNIVERSARY

The anniversary of one of history's 


turning points slipped by 
almost 


unnoticed yesterday. The world is 
surfeited with anniversaries recall- 
ing tragic and bloody events, and 
dread of more to come turns men's 
eyes to the anxious future rather 
than the past. 
But it was on Sept. 18, 1931, that 


the Japanese army 
launched" its 


conquest of Manchuria, thereby ush- 
ering in the most terrible 15 years 
in the human story. Historians a 
century hence may debate whether 
the second world war should be 
dated from Japan's 1931 blow at 
world peace or Hitler's loosing his 
armies on Poland Sept. 1, 1939. 


The Japanese 
move constituted 


the first major blow struck by a 
great power at the world order es- 
tablished after the conflict of 1914- 
18. It showed the way to Mussolini 
in Ethiopia and Albania and to Hit- 
ler in Austria, with the Militarists 
in the saddle, on a course that led 
almost inevitably to Pearl Harbor 
and the destruction of Japan as a 
major power.

The committee was set up in Jan- 
uary in an effort to effect a truce 
in China's civil strife but has been 
impotent since June because of 
Juomintang (government party)— 
communist differences.

He said U. S. policy in China has 


resulted in- a military-situation "of 
the full statute of nation-wide civ- 
il war." He reiterated that the com- 
munists would fight' regardless of 
the amount of tT. S. Assistance to 
the kuomintang: "The communists 
will fight even though they lose Kal- 
gan, Harbin and Hwaiyin, as well 
as major rail communications.

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SAFETY TALKS 
IN SCHOOL BEAR 
GOOD RESULTS

Washington, Sept. 19 W—With 


schools starting everywhere, here 
are some things to remember about 
traffic safety. 


Children between the ages of 5 to 


14 are, and have been for a long 
time, setting a better safety record 
than their older brothers and sisters 
between the ages of 15 and 24. 


There are a couple of reasons 


for thai: 
The 5-14 group gets safety in- 


structions in school: motorists get 
plenty of warnings to slow down 
when approaching their schools: and 
the 5-14 group doesn't drive auto- 
mobiles. 


2,300 Killed Last Year 


It's different with the youths of 


both sexes in the 15-24 group. 


It's in that age that they begin 


driving autos and comparatively few 
get the idea of safety dinned into 
them if, for no other reason, not 
so many are in school any more. 


The figures given here are taken 


from the records of the National 
Safety Council for 1945. 


In "that year 2,300 children—age 


5-14—were tilled in traffic accidents, 
or about 10 for every 100,000 children 
between 5 and 14. 


But in 1945 about 6.000 youths in 


the 15-24 group were killed in ac- 
cidents. That's approximately 30 
killed out of every 100,000 people 
between 15 and 24. 


Rivals 1941 Record 


Starting back in the 1920s the 


rate of deaths among the children 
5 to 14 has slowly gone down. Not 
that for those 15-24. Their death 
rate has climbed steadily.

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Wallace Moves To Sidelines Of Foreign Policy Row—Until Paris Parley Ends 


DISPUTE RAGES 
ON UNABATED IN 
CABINET CIRCLE

Washington, Sept. 19 (fl>)—Henry 


A. Wallace, still Secretary of Com- 
merce but under a temporary Presi- 
dential gag, stepped to the sidelines 
of the row over American foreign 
policy today. But tne dispute he 
started raged unabated inside Presi- 
dent Truman's cabinet. 


Moreover, top administration of- 


ficials made clear that the compro- 
mise truce by which Wallace will 
make no public utterance until the 
end of the Paris peace conference 
-next month does-riot settle any of 
the basic issues he raised—either 
concerning American relations with 
Russia or Wallace's own future in 
the cabinet.

No War Plans Against Russia 
' 


Mr. Truman did, however, act 


swiftly to make public a joint army- 
navy declaration that this country 
has no thought of making war on 
the Soviet Union. 


While Secretary of State Byrnes, 


•whose policies have been the target 
of Wallace's criticism, maintained 
his silence in Paris, Secretary of 
War Patterson and Navy Secretary 
Forrestal became the latest to jump 
into the affray. 


In a letter to Mr. Truman which 


the Chief Executive made public last 
night shortly after he ended his two- 
hour and 23-minute conference with 
Wallace, Patterson and Forrestal de- 
nounced as untrue a Wallace charge 
that one "school of military think- 
ing" advocates a "preventive war" 
against Russia before Russia makes 
atomic bombs. 


Only Temporary Move 


Release of the letter was widely 


regarded as a gesture to reassure 
the Kremlin of America's peaceful 
intentions toward the Soviet Union. 


As for the public debate over re- 


lations with Russia which Wallace 
began in New York last Thursday, 
the secretary himself made clear 
that he had yielded only temporar- 
ily to the President's efforts to si- 
lence him. The Paris conference is 
tentatively slated to end October 
15. arid Wallace presumably is hold- 
lii& Itio iire -ouly.-.iuiLii Uial lime. " 


The generally assumed purpose of 


the temporary arrangement is to 
avoid embarrassing Byrnes in his 
dealings with Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar Molotov and others at Paris. 
If the conference ends on schedule, 
Wallace still •sill have three weeks 
before the November 5 Congressional 
elections in which to carry his cause 
to the American voters .

$101,482,988 was paid out 
of the 


state fund to jobless workers and 
an additional $147,887,113, provided 
by the Federal 
Government, was 


distributed to veterans under the 
GI Bill of Rights. 


The State unemployment fund, 


however, still had a balance of $583,- 
372,232 on Sept. 12, only about $24,- 
500,000 less than the total reached 
at the end of the war.

Pittsburgh,

19 
(/P)—The 


specter of another power strike in 
the Pittsburgh metropolitan district 
loomed anew today, even before the 
approximately 3,500 members of the 
Independent Association of Duques- 
ne Light Co. employes gather for a 
vote on accepting arbitration to 
settle their long standing contract 
dispute with the utility. 


A vote by rank and file member- 


ship is set for tomorrow night on a 
proposal, accepted by the company 


to let a board of arbitrators work 
out a final settlement. 


"I doubt very much if members 


will accept the arbitration proposal 
in view of growing resentment 
against it among our members," de- 
clared Harry Cox, chairman of the 
union's general departments sec- 
tion, which has about 1.050 members 


As he spoxe, George I*. Mueller, 


union president, nodded solemn 
agreement. Cox's comment came as 
the two union leaders left a two- 
hour meeting with company negoti- 
ators. They said no agreement was 
reached on any of 32 outstanding 
issues, including the union's demand 
for 20 per cent wage increases, 
closed shop and other concessions. 


Mueller said that if arbitration is 


rejected, he will ask the group im- 
mediately to decide on a course of 
action. 


The union struck September 10 in 


support of its demands but that 
work stoppage ended in less than an

Higher prices will be allowed for 


sugar sold in stores in Gettysburg 
and in Adams county beginning 
Monday, the Philadelphia Office of 
Price Administration announced to- 
day. 


The increase at retail levels fol- 


lows the ceiling price boost granted 
effective September 18 at refinery 
levels, where $1.50 a hundred pounds 
more was permitted - because of 
higher Cuban acquisition costs by 
the government, the OPA said. 


New prices which must be posted 


on community ceiling price lists in 
all stores in the areas mentioned 
are as follows: 


One-pound cartons of brown and 


yellow sugar, 11 cents in Group 1 
(Independents up to $25,000 a year 
business) stores, 10 cents in Group 
2 (Independents over $25,000 busi- 
ness) stores and chain stores and 
supermarkets; 
confectioner's 
and 


powdered sugar, 11 cents in Group 
1 and 2 stores, 10 cents in chain 
stores and supermarkets. 


Other Advances 


Five-pound sacks of granulated, 


48 cents in Group 1 stores, 46 cents 
in Group 2, and 42 cents In chsJn 
stores and supermarkets. For gran, 
ulated in five-pound cotton bags the 
price is one cent higher. 


Ten-pound paper sack granulated, 


96 cents in Group 1 stores, 92 cents 
in Group 2, 85 cents in Group 3 
(chains) and 84 cents in Group 4 
(supermarkets). In cotton sacks two 
cents more in Groups 1 and 2 and 
one cent in Groups 3 and 4 stores.

It climaxed a week 
of furore over foreign policy which 
began when Wallace proposed some 
changes. The President said first he 
had approved what--Wallace said. 
Then he declared Saturday that he 
meant only that he approved Wal- 
lace's right to speak. 


Secretary Wallace was in his of- 


fice in the Commerce building when 
President Truman made his an- 
nouncement at the White House. 


Wallace's secretary said he was 


going over a vast accumulation of 
mail that has been received since 
his Madison Square Garden ad- 


i dress on foreign policy which stir- 
red up the conflict. 


It was understood Wallace proba- 


bly will have an 
announcement 


later, but there was no immediate 
comment. Meantime business went 
on as usual in his office although 
the announcement hit the depart- 
ment like a bomb shell. 


One FDR Man Left 


With Wallace out, Secretary of 


the Navy Forresta! remains the sole 
holdover in the cabinet from the 
late President Roosevelt's 
official 


family. 


Wallace was secretary of agricul- 


tur under the late Chief Executive 
for eight years, then moved into the 
Vice-Presidency, was shelved when 
Mr. Roosevelt turned to Truman for 
a running mate in 1944, and sub- 
sequently re-entered the cabinet in 
the commerce post. 


Thus did the Chief Executive at- 


tempt to eliminate for the future 
any repetition of the Wallace af- 
fair. 


By booting Wallace from the cabi- 


net, Mr. Truman also removed the 
gag the former Iowa farmer had im- 
posed on himself, which would have 
been held through most of the fall 
political campaign. 


Free To Talk 


Wallace now is free to speak up 


and to stump the country, if he 
chooses, in behalf of the foreign 
policy he advocates—one which en- 
visions more lenient treatment of 
Russia.

Conflicting Views 


"I have today asked Mr. Wallace 


to resign from the cabinet. It had 
become clear that between his views 
on foreign policy and those of the 
administration — the 
latter being 


shared, I am confident, by the great 
body of our citizens—there was a 
fundamental conflict. 


"We could not permit this conflict 


to jeopardize our position in rela- 
tion to other countries. 


"I deeply regret the breaking of a 


long and pleasant official associa- 
tion, but I am sure that Mr. Wallace 
will be happier in the exercise of his 
right to present his views as a 
private citizen. 


"I am confirmed in this belief by 


a very friendly conversation I had 
with Mr. Wallace on the telephone 
this morning. 


"Our 
foreign policy as established 


by the Congress, the President and 
the Secretary of Slate remains in 
full force and effect without change. 


Policy Remains 


"No change in our foreign policy 


is contemplated. No member in the 
executive branch of the government 
will make any public statement as 
to foreign policy which is in conflict 
with our established foreign policy. 
Any public statement on foreign 
policy shall be cleared with the De- 
partment of State. In case of dis- 
agreement the matter will be re- 
ferred to me. 


"As I have frequently said I have 


complete confidence in Mr. Byrnes 
and his delegation now representing 
this country at the Paris peace con- 
ference. 


"Mr. Byrnes coniult.s with me often 


and the vpolicies which guide him 
and his delegation have my full en- 
dorsement." 


Describe Nuclear Energy 


To Dwarf Atomic Blasts 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
(Associated Press Science Writer) 


New York, Sept. 20 (IP)—Nuclear 


energies of the future that may 
make present 
atom bombs 
seem 


like popguns are described 1n a re- 
lease of the American Physical so- 
ciety here today. 


But there is nothing to get alarm- 


ed about, it was explained at the 
society's meeting, because no ,pne 
knows how to unlock the energies. 


The present meetings, attended by 


nearly 1,000 American and foreign 
scientists, Including many of the 
atom bomb producers, is discussing 
the problem of getting atomic en- 
ergy from some source other than 
uranium. 


The bomb work led to definite be- 


lief that the t&ree p-isr^ry parti- 


cles, the protons, 
neutrons 
and 


electrons out of which all matter 
apparently is made, are not all the 
building stones packed 
inside the 


atomic nuclei that contain also the 
much-sought atomic energy. 


In addition to these three there 


appear to be either combinations of 
them which are difficult to explain, 
or other particles which now and 
then appear for a few millionths of 
a second. Cosmic ray studies have 
also led to a little evidence that 
the three primary particles them- 
selves can be split into pieces. This 
leads the Physical Society release 
to state: 


•'Control of the breakdown of the 


elementary particles could release 
quantities of energy that 
would 


make the atom bomb look like a 
popgur.."

RESTAURANTS 
IN QUANDARY ON 
MEAT IN MEALS 
Local hotel and restaurant pro- 


prietors were in a quandary today 
on the question of what to do about 
future 
menus 
containing 
meat 


dishes—not only because of the new 
OPA ruling returning such meat 
meals to June 30 price levels but 
also because of the acute shortage 
of the meat itself. 


While the Associated Press told of 


plans of restaurant and hotel as- 
sociations to make court tests of 
the OPA's right to roll back the 
meat menu prices, local proprietors 
explained how difficult it will be to 
comply with the new order. 


They pointed out that meat 


prices for slaughterers, packers, etc., 
were increased 18 per cent in March 
and an additional 12 per cent in 
September, while the June 30 levels 
to which the OPA directs menus be 
made to conform are the same as 
those established April 4 - 10, 1943. 
Price increases on meat since that 
time total 30 per cent, they say. 


Some Closings Reported 


With the current acute shortage 


of meat, some establishments may 
solve their problem for the present 
at least by dropping meats from 
their menus. 


The OPA action in restoring ceil- 


ings of meat meals already has re- 
sulted in restaurant -closings In 
some parts of the nation. No clos- 
ings have been reported locally. 


In New York, George R. LeSau- 


vage. chairman of the government 
relations committee of the National 
Restaurant association, and John 
L. Hennessy, chairman of the food 
committee of the American Hotel 
association, said in a joint statement 
a test of the OPA right to roll back 
the prices would be taken to the 
TJ. S. Emergency Court of Appeals. 


To Seek Injunction 


"This latest action by OPA has 


brought about a crisis, which is 
threatening the very life of the 
public feeding industry," they said. 


Terming the OPA action "dis- 


criminatory," they said it was "the 
public feeding operators' conten- 
tion—and always will be—that our 
prices should be based on present 
costs plus customary mark-up." 


The Ohio State Restaurant as- 


sociation said it would seek an in- 
junction in federal court against 
enforcement of the roll back. Dir- 
ectors of the association appropriat- 
ed $10,000 to defend members they 
said were cited by the Price Control 
agency for refusing to comply with 
ceilings.
